He 
won the first trick with the ace 
of spades and despairingly re­ 
turned a spade to dummy's 
king. 
NO PROBLEMS 
Declarer had no problems. He 
lost the trump finesse but then 
had an easy time drawing the 
rest of the trumps. He gave up 
one club trick, and East had 
another rubber to moan about. 
East can defeat the contract 
if he is alert instead of depress­ 
ed. A glance at the dummy 
makes it clear that his side can 
get only one spade trick and no 
diamond trick. 
Three additional tricks are 
needed to defeat the contract, 
and they must be found in 
hearts and clubs. 
OPTIMISM REQUIRED 
East should reason that West 
may have a high heart and the 
ace of clubs or conceivably the 
ace-king of hearts without a high 
club. West cannot have all three 
of the missing high cards in 
view of South’s bidding. 
Since two tricks will not de­ 
feat the contract, East must try 
for a club ruff. 
In short, East must optimis­ 
tically return a club at the sec­ 
ond trick. West takes the ace of 
clubs and returns the suit, hop­ 
ing that East can ruff at once. 
DRAW QUICKLY 
Declarer tries to draw trumps 
quickly by taking the ace of 
hearts and returning a trump, 
but West steps up with the king 
of hearts and returns a thirc 
club for East to ruff. The ruff 
defeats the contract. 
It is true that East can de­ 
feat the contract only if West 
has two of the missing three 
high cards and if South has 
three clubs. This is a lot to ex­ 
pect, and East should have 
more fear than hope as he re­ 
turns a club at the second trick. 
Still, it costs East nothing to 
make the attempt. 
Nobody wins either a medal 
or a rubber for giving up with­ 
out a struggle.

Have America’s moral stand­ 
ards gone to pot? 
Sweeping judgments on a na­ 
tion’s morals are always subject 
to two hazards. First, they are 
unfair to individuals who live 
by their own ethical codes, re­ 
gardless of what others are 
doing. 
Second, people do not 
agree what constitutes immoral 
conduct. 
To some, immorality prima­ 
rily means sexual misbehavior. 
Others have a broader defini­ 
tion. which includes lying, cheat­ 
ing or theft. Still others believe 
the most immoral thing you can 
do is to hate, scorn or mistreat 
a fellow human being. 
Whatever criterion you choose 
to apply, you can adduce evi­ 
dence that immorality is cur­ 
rently widespread in American 
society. 
Those who are primarily con­ 
cerned about licentiousness can 
point to such things as the sharp 
increase in venereal disease 
rates among teen-agers; 
the 
steady rise 
in 
illegitimate 
births; the high divorce rate; 
and the testimony of pastors, 
high school principals and col­ 
lege deans about the casual atti­ 
tude of many young people 
toward premarital sex relations. 
To Prof. Harvey Cox, a dis 


tinguished moral theologian, the 
root of the problem is that young 
people today are growing up in 
a “sex-saturated society” in 
which 
they 
are 
“constantly 
bombarded through clothing 
styles, entertainment, advertis­ 
ing and courtship mores with 
perhaps the most skillfully con­ 
trived array of erotic stimulants 
ever amassed.” 


In other words, there’s no 
point in wringing your hands 


to moral standards. 
Those to whom “immoral” is 
a synonym for “dishonest ’ also 
can find plenty to brood about 
in contemporary American life. 
The well-attested prevalence of 
petty fraud in income tax re­ 
turns, the well-nigh universal 
custom of filching office sup­ 
plies for personal use at home, 
the large percentage of students 
who readily acknowledge 'on 
anonymous questionnaires) that

on 
examinations 
over wxual immorality unless 
all point to 
you’re prepared to do something 
about the aphrodisiacal culture 
—the sexy books, dirty movies, 
titillating TV shows and leg-art 
advertising—which promotes it. 


But that won't be easy to do, 
Professor Cox says.

BERLIN 0IPD — The executive 
committee of the World Council 
of Churches, in a resolution on 
racial tensions in the United 
States, pledged support to the 
National Council of Churches 
and its member churches who 
ilayed an “important role ” in 
passage of the Civil Rights bill. 
Racial violence in the U.S. 
should not make Christians 
waver in their commitment to 
the fight against discrimination 
and prejudice,” the committee 
said, in Tutzing, West Germany. 
“On the contrary, such disorder 
should make them all the more 
aware of the urgency of social 
reconciliation and reconstruction 
and lead them to redouble their 
efforts.”

If records sold only by their 
covers (and too many do, un­ 
fortunately) this one would be a 
sell-out even to Callas-haters. 
The photo, courtesy of Vogue 
Magazine, shows a slim, slim 
Callas in sexy gown and is a 
knockout. Would that the Callas 
voice had lost its weighty vi­ 
brato along with the body! How 
anyone with any sort of musical 
awareness can listen to these 
cracked 
and 
sour 
renditions 
without extreme pain is beyond 
this reviewer. The Beethoven 
aria, “Ah, Perfido!” is the ma­ 
jor piece in this collection, about 
a quarter-hour long, and the 
most excruciating of the six se­ 
lections. How such recordings 
get released is a mystery to me. 


ARIAS AND SONGS—Feodor 
Chaliapin—Angel Great Record­ 
ings of the Century COLH 141: 


Now here is a voice! Listen­ 
ing to the dramatic, hypnotic 
bass voice of Chaliapin, one 
can understand the wild enthus­ 
iasm which American audiences 
of the 1920’s had for him. Both 
his voice and his personality 
were “ built on a scale larger 
than life,” according to friends. 
He was a national figure in his 
Russian homeland and greatly 
revered. This hour-long collec­ 
tion spans a fantastic variety 
of music: operatic, art song, folk 
music. There are opera arias by 


Gounod, Rossini, Moussorgsky 
and Rachmaninoff; a gorgeous 
song by Glinka, “ Doubt!” se­ 
lections from Orthodox Liturgy 
by Gretchaninov, four touching 
songs by Ibert from the film 
“ Don Quixote” ; and folk melo­ 
dies such as “Down the Peter- 
sky” 
and “Volga 
Boatman’s 
Song.” 
The sound of these records, 
spanning 1926 to 1933, is not too 
bad. It has sufficient bass re­ 
sponse to make one’s hair stand 
on end at Chaliapin’s fantastic 
fullness and firmness on the low, 
low notes. 
What a shame he never re- 


corded a complete "Boris God- 
ounov”—but there is an LP in 
this same series of excerpts 
therefrom (COLH 100), 


BERLIOZ: Symphonie Fantas­ 
tique, Otto Klamperer conduc­ 
ting the Philharmonic Orchestra 
—Angel Stereo S36196: 
Klemperer is certainly one of 
the world’s greatest living con­ 
ductors. That his usual slower 
tempU make Berlioz’ exciting 
music somewhat less so for this 
listener should not prevent his 
fans from adding this excellent 
performance to their collections. 
The sound is especially rich and 
full in stereo.

A New Johnson Must Develop 


For Role In Foreign Affairs 


BEFORE THE 1964 general elec- 
tions go finally into the history books, 
there are some curious aspects worth 
noting. 
Voter registrations in Marin are al­ 
most equally split between Democrats 
and Republicans, the latter having a 
nominal plurality of 700 or so over the 
former. 
Tuesday’s vote result was hailed as 
a Democratic landslide and so it was 
in Marin as far as President Johnson s 
campaign went. He polled nearly 17,- 
000 more votes in Marin than did 
Senator Goldwater. 
But there were contests for five par­ 
tisan offices on the ballot here and the 
Republicans won four, the smallest 
margin being Senator-Elect Murphy’s 
6,000-plus plurality over interim-Sen- 
ator Salinger. Since Senator Salinger 
made many more campaign visits and 
appearances and had more people mak­ 
ing organized efforts in his behalf 
here, than did Murphy, the result was 
all-the-more surprising. 
Republican Congressman Clausen's 
16,000 vote margin over challenger 
McCabe in Marin was surprising in its 
degree. That is, Clausen was expected 
to win, but by a considerably smaller 
margin. 
The victories of State Senator Mc­ 
Carthy and Assemblyman Bagley over 
their respective Democratic opponents 
w ere “par for the course.” 


What all this adds up to is the 
high incidence of “splitrticket” vot­ 
ing, which means the voters are in­ 
creasingly independent in thought 
and action—a healthy development. 


Governor Brown made a statement 
lamenting the lack of party-ticket vot­ 
ing in California and indicated he 
thought it was unhealthy. But he didn't 
explain how the growth in the number 
of independent voters “who think for 
themselves” is supposed to be un­ 
healthy. 


NOT LONG AGO “THE Editor’s 
Notebook” went to some lengths to 
point out that all-too-many people base 
their ballot decisions on personalities 
instead of issues. 
One aspect of Tuesday’s elections 
tended to disprove that contention. 
The highest vote attracted by any­ 
thing or anybody on the ballot was 
County Measure “B” to set up a county 
transit district. It drew more than 52,- 
000 YES votes, without absentee votes, 
still being counted as this was written. 
The next three highest votes went 
(in order) to Prop. 6 YES, Prop. 16 NO, 


and Prop. 1 YES— all more than 50,* 
000 each. 
(And to measure how well informed 
you were on these measures, just try 
to recall from memory the subject of 
each of the propositions just men­ 
tioned.) 


PERHAPS THE BIGGEST local sur­ 
prise was the 40,000-vote total rolled 
up by Dr. Gwen Campion in winning 
election to the Marin Hospital District 
board. 
You can bet that the politicos will 
not overlook this vote-getting ability, 
and she will be urged (if she has not 
already been) to consider running for 
some higher office here in Marin. 
The hospital district is NOT county- 
wide, so all voters of Marin were NOT 
eligible to vote in that contest; yet Dr. 
Campion polled more votes than the 
three victorious supervisor candidates 
combined. 
Just under 90 per cent of Marin reg­ 
istered voters actually cast votes — 
fewer than in some past elections. This 
is difficult to understand and impos­ 
sible to forgive. 


NOT THE LEAST curious aspect of 
the results is that nearly 2,000 of the 
75,000 Marinites who cast ballots did 
NOT choose to vote for anybody for 
president. 
Incidentally, Eric Hass, socialist-la­ 
bor candidate for president received 9 
votes in Marin. Kirby James Hensley 
received one vote out of the 75,000 cast 
in this county. That put him 100 per 
cent ahead of the Prohibition Party 
candidate, E. Harold Johnson Sr., who 
received no votes at all in Marin.

WASHINGTON (Jft — A new 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
—new to himself and everyone 
else, here and abroad — will 
have to develop now that he 
has been elected to the White 
House on his own for a full 
four years. 
This is In handling foreign 
affairs, a field where his ex­ 
perience has been very limited 
until now. 
It’s a reasonable 
guess he will try to perform 
here as he did on the American 
political scene so long. 


IT CAN BE simply stated; 
Try to get all you want but 
compromise if necessary to 
make some progress. 
As vice president, he was 
never more than a shadow, 
a good-will ambassador, of 
President John F. Kennedy, 
who ran foreign affairs with 
a strong hand of his own. 
After he became president, 
and until now, Johnson made 
no overseas trips. 
For one 
thing, there was no vice presi­ 
dent if anything happened to 
him. 


FOR ANOTHER, he appar­ 
ently felt he had a full-time 
job establishing himself at 
home and trying to get his pro­ 
grams through Congress. He 
did so well It was his success 
here that laid the base for his 
presidential campaign. 
As president he had foreign 
problems to deal with, but 
from within the White House, 
and never as a first-hand par­ 
ticipant in solving them on the 
scene, 
as 
might 
be 
done 
through conferences. 
He’ll still have to worry 
about his programs in Con­ 
gress. but the Democrats are 
even stronger there as a re­ 
sult of the elections. 
There 
will now be a vice president. 


just in case, and the foreign 
field can’t be pushed aside 
longer. 


ONE OF THE first moves, 
probably, will be visiting for­ 
eign leaders, perhaps taking 
part in some kind of confer­ 
ence on the NATO alliance 
which is getting shakier, and 
perhaps summit talks with the 
Russians. 
This will be the first time in 
this generation, at least, that 
the foreign leaders ever met 
any president like Johnson, 
for whom success and approval 
by the public are a necessary 
part of his daily diet. 
Since he has a great sense 
of the spectacular, he can be 
expected to seek some sensa­ 
tional early triumph that he 
can point to. Over the long run 
he will probably try to do in 
foreign affairs what he did 
with Congress and politicians. 


THIS MEANS getting some­ 
thing done. 
In short, in each instance he 
will seek some measure of suc­ 
cess, compromising where he 
has to instead of insisting upon 
having everything his own 
way. 
After beating Sen. Barry M. 
Goldwater, Johnson said he 
accepts his victory as a “ man­ 
date for unity.” He was talk­ 
ing about trying to unify the 
divided forces at home. 
It is hardly an accident he 
mentioned unity. For him it 
means trying to bring diver­ 
gent forces together. It’s the 
way he operates. 
It will not be surprising if 
out of his visits abroad comes 
some progress in problems 
which have been standing still.

DRUGS CAUSE INCREASING PROBLEMS 


Pep pills, sleeping potions and mood drugs 
are being misused on such a widespread scale 
that they have become ‘‘a public health prob­ 
lem of major proportions,” according to a sur­ 
vey made by the New York Academy of Medi­ 
cine. 
The report pointed out that 500 million dollars 
is spent annually on such drugs, and that the 
consequences of misusing them “are many, in­ 
cluding death; temporary or permanent dam­ 
age to the brain, or nervous system; poisoning 
and addiction.” 
The academy urged new laws and stricter 
enforcement of current statutes to combat il­ 


licit drug traffic. It also called for keeping 
potentially harmful drugs from thrill-seeking 
youngsters and mentally ill adults. 
While legal restrictions are essential, they 
can only do part of the job. Effective steps 
should also be taken to assist those attracted 
to drugs to build up within themselves a great­ 
er sense of self-mastery based on reverence 
for self as a child of God,

Chinese Waging 
War On Ghosts

THE CHINESE strongly be­ 
lieve in ghosts. This disturbs 
the Red brass in Peking no 
little. The Reds regularly de­ 
nounce such beliefs as “unsci­ 
entific and unbecoming to a 
true Marxist.” As a part of 
their 
anti-ghost 
campaign, 
they have forbidden the mak­ 
ing of ghost movies, operas 
and 
the 
writing 
of 
ghost 
stories. 
As a firm non-believer in 
ghosts, the Reds have my 
sympathy for the magnitude 
of the task they have under­ 
taken. They have a tough job 
on their hands. Even in such a 
sophisticated city 
as 
Hong 
Kong, belief in ghosts is the 
general rule. Ghost stories are 
a popular feature on Cantonese 
Rediffusion. 
A particularly brutal mur­ 
der by a jealous homosexual 
occurred in the room three 
doors from mine at the cheap, 
crumbling, little hotel I lived 
in in Hong Kong in 1960. Three 
days later the murderer com­ 
mitted suicide by drowning 
himself in Gin Drinker’s Bay. 
This was just the kind of sen­ 
sational story that Hong Kong’s 
lurid Cantonese press plays up 
big. 
Business at the hotel 
dropped sharply and two-thirds 
of the rooms on my floor were 
empty. Everyone was afraid 
to go near the murder room 
for fear of ghosts. 


I WAS SHORT of ready cash 
and sensed an opportunity to 
get the murder room at a re­ 
duced rate. I approached the 
manager and he was delighted. 
Yes, he would give me the 
room for half-price. I consult­ 
ed a Chinese doctor friend and 
he told me not to be so eager; 
that the manager would give 
me the room for nothing just 
to get it occupied and the hex 
taken away. I let the matter 


hang for two days, then went 
to see him again. He said he 
thought I didn't really want it, 
so he had made a storeroom 
of it! It took three months to 
get the hotel filled to capacity 
once more. 
This was not my first ex­ 
perience with Chinese fear of 
ghosts. Four years earlier I 
had lived in a plush apartment 
halfway up the Peak, with a 
magnificent view of the Har­ 
bor. My house boy, Ah Lee, told 
me, no, he wasn’t afraid of 
ghosts. Then 1 got in late one 
night and wanted to talk to 
him about some urgent busi­ 
ness coming up the next day. 
I went into his uqarters and 
tapped him on his shoulder, 
saying, “ Lee,” in a soft voice 
to waken him. He sat bolt up­ 
right in bed, flung his arms 
wide, and let loose with a hor­ 
rendous scream. Then he saw 
who it was and, clutching his 
heart, he breathlessly explain­ 
ed, “Oh, Mister George! I 
thought you was ghost!” 


THE NEXT morning, a bit 
embarrassed, Lee told me that 
“ Chinese people believe all 
men have ghosts.” He further 
stated it was the Christian be­ 
lief, too. 
“Oh?” I said. 
“Of course,” h« said. “What 
about ‘the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Ghost?’ ” 
I suppose it is in the inter­ 
ests of science to do away with 
ghosts in China. However, with 
their disappearance another 
colorful and exciting tradition 
will have put on the drab uni­ 
form of conformity, thought 
control and Maoism. 
Ghosts won’t die easy in 
China; they have their roots 
too deep in the Chinese col­ 
lective unconscious mind. Be­ 
sides, how do you kill some­ 
thing already dead?

WASHINGTON (CFO - Atop 
Capitol Hill overalled carpenters 
are nailing fresh lumber into 
place.

“The energy requirements 
for pumping are high, particu­

In between—or perhaps far 
out—is a paper from Alfred 
Champagnat, managing direc­ 
tor of the Societe International 
de Recherche B.P., a French 
subsidiary of the British Pe­ 
troleum Group.

The paper by Harisch C. Bi- 
jawat of Union Carbide India, 
may explain, at least by infer­ 
ence, why this inter-regional 
conference is being held in Te- 
leran.

(A PI-M ajor 
league rlub owners prepare to­ 
day to vote for the restoration 
of the baseball commissioner's 
full power with unlimited juris­ 
diction over the game. 
The move is an all-out effort 
to regain public confidence and 
stem the tide of criticism from j 
press and public alike. 
This decision, arrived at dur-, 
ing the second day of the three- J 
day 
summit 
meeting 
of 
th e : 
baseball magnates, was viewed 
as a personal triumph for out- 
gomg commissioner Ford Frick 
although his successor will be 
the one to reap its full benefits. 
Nevertheless, Frick probably 
gained more stature in two days 
ht rr than in all his 14 years as 
ha hall czar. 


In

most forceeful straight-from-the 
shoulder speech of his life, the 
white thatched former newspa­ 
per man warned the owners 
they must eliminate the clauses 
which reduced his power and 
made him little more than a 
chairman of the board of direc­ 
tors. 


If your new commissioner is 
to function successfully, if he is 
to provide the desired leader­ 
ship and at the same time main­ 
tain the public image that base­ 
ball desires, he must be given 
the unquestioned authority and 
loyal support required to do the 
job,” Frick told the owners and 
general managers, 


"Not only should his authority 
be defined and spelled out, but 
the clubs themselves must rec­ 


ognize and accept that author­ 
ity"

NEW YORK 'IJPD—Science can 
now say with reasonable certain­ 
ty that by the tim e a baby is 
two m cnths old it rem em bers 
what it sees, thanks to Dr. Rob­ 
ert L. Fantz’s experim ents with 
infants. 
It had been a controversial 
point in science and one of key 
im portance in efforts to solve 
the puzzle of the most puzzling 
of scientific subjects. This is, of 
course, the human being. 


When greatly over-simplified 
fhe puzzle can he put in a few 
words. How does the relatively 
uncomplicated newborn even­ 
tually become the enormously 
complicated adult? 


Psychological science Is well 
aw are that what the child makes 
of its environm ent and how it 
responds to these environment 
influences are being parts of the 
answer. 
Some psychologists b e l i e v e 
they are alm ost the whole an­ 
swer and, furtherm ore, the in 
fant 
begins 
m entally dealing 
with its environment practically 
at the monipnt of birth. Indeed, 
according to one psychological 
♦heorv, m ind-patterns that will 
endure for lifetimes are formed 
during the first year of life. 
Fantz’s concern was not with 
theory but with whether or not 
the infant has the wherewithal 
to make something of his en­ 
vironment. If he has it is easy 
to think it would be mainly the 
cense of vision because his eyes 
are open ahd active very soon 
after birth. 


In his first experim ents with 
infants 
Fantz f o u n d 
they 
moved their eyes and fixed 
them upon objects in no ran­ 
dom m anner but selectively 
which would lead you to imag­ 
ine they picked out things of 
interest to look at, as adults 
do.

But during each session 
the infant was shown another 
card it had never seen before. 
A record was m ade of which 
card it fixed its gaze upon for 
»he longest time. In the infants 
younger than two months the 
statistical differences of looking 
at the seen-before and the en 
tirelv new were not impressive 
But infants two months old and 
older progressively gave less 
attention to the seen-hefore card 
with each repetition. By the 10th 
session they were dism issing it 
as old-hat 
with hardly more 
than a glance and then fixing 
their baby stares on the new 
and novel. 
Fantz experim ents at Western 
Reserve University, Cleveland, 
with infants from a foundling 
home. In reporting to the Amer­ 
ican Assn. for the Advancement 
of Science, he said it was now 
evident that "early visual ex­ 
plorations’’ could influence the 
development of the mind.

Studies have shown that the 
liver in some anim als regulates 
the amount of cholesterol in 
their blood. If they eat high-fat 
foods, the liver m akes less cho­ 
lesterol—thus holding the sub­ 
stance at a steady level. 
Apparently no such control 
mechanism functions in m an, 
said Dr. Taylor. The liver makes 
cholesterol at a regular rate. 
Thus, the more man eats, the 
heavier 
his 
blood 
cholesterol 
burden. He drew his conclusions 
from tests on volunteers who 
ate an on-again off-again cho­ 
lesterol diet.

his summer within 100 mile« of 
the Polar icecap. 


ROGER accompanied his ad­ 
venturous grandfather, 69-year- 
old Luther Meyer of Piedmont, 
a staff writer for the San Fran­ 
cisco News Call Bulletin, on the 
trip to the Far North. 
In doing so, he became the 
youngest white man ever to nav­ 
igate the treacherous waters of 
the Mackenzie. 
Only the year before, Luther 
Meyer had made the same 1,100- 
mile trip alone by kayak. 
With his red-headed grandson 


along, he relied this time upon 
a powerboat, a 16-foot aluminum 
Skimaster built by Trailorboat 
Engineering Co. of San Rafael, 
carrying two outboard motors — 
an 18-horse and a three-horse — 
and with a folded ka>ak lashed 
behind. 


M EYER AND his grandson 
towed their boat by automobile 
to Great Slave Lake in Canada's 
Northwest Territories province 
And from there, they pushed off 
in their boat. 
Says Roger of the long voyage 
(they were three weeks on the 
water): “ It wasn’t bad, except 


when we ran into bad storms. 
Then there would be waves five 
feet high, and we would have to 
beach the boat.” 
There were also rapids to 
brave. Luther Meyer, putting 
his earlier experience on the 
same river to good use. picked 
his way around the worst of 
these perils. 
For food, the man and boy 
relied primarily upon Indian 
bannock (dried meat) and 
canned goods. 


“ W E TRIED to catch some 
fish, but we didn't have much 
luck,” Roger says. However, 
Indians and Eskimos living along 
the river gave them dried fish 
to supplement their diet. 
The pair carried along a tent, 
and slept on air mattresses. 
“ We had a campfire only when 
we weren’t near a village,” Rog­ 
er relates, “ because we didn't 
want to attract visitors.” 
And finally, the two reached 
their destination, the town of 
lnuvik, still in the Northwest 
Territories and located at the 
head of the delta where the Mac­ 
kenzie meets the Beaufort Sea. 
In this relatively modem ad­ 
ministrative center, within 100 
miles of the permanent Arctic 
icecap, the two made their head­ 
quarters for the remainder of 
the summer. 


THEY CONTINUED to live in 
their tent, Roger says, ‘‘except 
for about three weeks when we 
stayed in the hotel.” 
lnuvik, the boy adds, offered

‘ Well,” he says, ‘ it was pretty 
hard work.” 
The Eskimos, using a rifle, 
had originally planned to slaugh­ 
ter 3,000 reindeer, selling the 
meat in the village for profit 
and m a kin g a dog food from 
the entrails. The kill, however, 
was somewhat smaller than had 
been planned. 
Roger had the experience of 
eating his first reindeer meat. 
What did it taste like? 


“L IK E HARD steak,” the boy 
says, after some thought. 
As a trophy, Roger brought 
back with him a set of reindeer 
antlers, m easurin g five feet 
across and standing five feet 
high.

The antlers share lionors as 
a memento of his trip with the 
warm parka made for him by 
Eskimo fri< nds. 
The grandfather and grandson 
spent most of the two months 
during which they were virtually 
in the shadow of the icecap ex­ 
ploring and s ghtsceing, travel­ 
ing by truck a.id boat, as Luther 
Meyer showed the Iwy what the 
Far North and its hardy people 
are like. 


ONE T R IP, to Kendall Island, 
was made for the express pur­ 
pose of jo in in g in the white 
whale hunt by kayak and with 
camera. The Meyers arrived too 
late, however. They did. how­ 
ever. vis t with the la t Eskimo 


family group to return from the 
whale hunt, and camp with still 
another group. 
What are some of the other 
memories the Marin boy brought 
back from his Polar journey? 
Of the fantastic extremes in 
tem p eratures. “ Sometimes K 
would get into the high 60s or 
even the low 70s in the daytime, 
then that very night, dip down 
to 20 degrees below zero.”

lows of the Mackenzie Delta 
with a storm coming up. Luther 
Meyer credits his grandson with 
a big assist in freeing the ves­ 
sel. And the storm, during which 
winds erf up to 85 miles an hour 
swamped other boats, forced 
them to stay ashore and move 
inland for three days and nights. 
Of 
his 
grandson's 
conduct 
throughout the long and some­ 
times strenuous expedition, Lu­ 
ther Meyer says: “ He was a 
brick. He handled his share of 
the work all the way.“ 
In addition to the cooking, the 
pitching of the tent and other 
camp chores, Roger also took 
his share of responsibility for 
the boat.

that it may be hard for him to 
get a clean-cut recall." 


ONE OF THE sadder recol­ 
lections of both the grandparent 
and grandchild is of the north- 
woodsman and trapper Johnny 
Tetso, with whom they stayed. 
“A fabulous character," says 
Roger of Johnny, who made vio­ 
lins as a liobby and who wrote 
a booklet, “Trapping Is My 
Life," about his occupation. 
Shortly after the Meyers had 
been guests of Johnny Tetso on 
their way up the Mackenzie, 
they learned of his untimely 
death at 44. Roger felt a spe­ 
cial sympathy for Johnny's 13- 
year-old son, Ernest. 
And among his prized posses­ 
sions is a copy of the booklet 
written by the Indian trapper, 
who, although he completed only 
four grades of schooling, pre­ 
sented a vivid picture of the 
rugged and exhilarating life he 
loved so much. 


WHEN IT came time for Lu­ 
ther Meyer and his grandson to 
leave the Arctic and sub-Arctic, 
they flew out. Their boat came 
out by barge. And they towed it 
home, reaching Marin the eve­ 
ning of Oct. 17. 
Luther Meyer estimates their 
total mileage thusly . Eight thou­ 
sand miles by car. and perhaps 
1,200 miles, each, by air and 
water. 
For Meyer, the trip was not 
too unusual. 
Not only had he 
made it before in the smaller 
kayak, but he once wintered in 
the fierce conditions of the Ant- 
artica during his adventurous 
career. 
Nor was being away from 
American comforts an entirely 
new experience for y o u n g 
Roger. 
He has toured the world with 
his parents, and once lived with 
them for a year in Indonesia, 
traveling extensively in that is­ 
land country. 


HE DIDN'T miss the televi­ 
sion set while in the Northwest 
Territories, he says. “ I don’t 
watch it verv much at home, 


anyway. My studies take up 
too much time." 
And he took with him a set of 
books—all children’s classics. 
But he admits that “ I did 
miss my home and the folks." 
Would he want to go again? 
He gives that some thought be­ 
fore answering. “ Well, it was a 
pretty tough summer. 
But I 
might want to go again in two or 


three years.** 
HIS A R R IV A L home in mid- 
October meant that Roger had 
missed several weeks of the 
1964-65 school term 
But his teacher, Mrs. Lucille 
Covey, also principal of the 
Covey School, didn’t mind. 
“ He received a better educa­ 
tion there than he could ever ob­ 
tain in a classroom," she says.

maiden to her four-and a half­ 
year-old sister Suzanne, since 
Nancy’s own first birthday. 
Mrs. Richard Stranzl of Corte 
Madera first noticed this inter­ 
action between her two oldest 
children just about a year and 
a half ago. 
They were driving home from 
an errand and Suzanne’s head 
drooped to one side. Without 
asking what was needed, one- 
year-old Nancy cradled her sis­ 
ter’s head in her arms and held 
her that way until they got 
home. 


BEHIND THAT first gesture 
of awareness lies the story of 
Suzanne, a little girl who, at 
eight months of age, was able 
to lift her head, to roll over in 
her crib, to wave her arms and 
legs, and to reach out and take 
hold of objects as they were 
offered. 
Then—what seemed suddenly, 
but must have been gradually— 
Suzanne simply went limp. She 
couldn't roll over any more. She 
couldn’t 
lift 
her 
head. 
She 
couldn’t wave her arms and 
legs. 
There followed a series of ex­ 
aminations 
by 
pediatricians, 
tests by nerve specialists, more 
consultations, more tests, and 
finally the diagnosis: Suzanne 
has an incurable nerve and 
muscle disease in w h i c h the 
muscles just waste away. 


“ DICK AND I planned to have 
a large family,” Mrs. Stranzl 
says, “and even though the doc­ 
tors warned us that Suzanne’s 
trouble might be hereditary, we 
didn't realize how serious a 


chance we might be taking. 
"I guess It wasn’t until our 
fourth youngster was on his way 
that we thought we might be 
pushing our luck a little.” 
Meanwhile, Suzanne was 21 
months old when Nancy was 
bom. and Nancy’s progress be­ 
came trie delight of Suzanne’s 
life. It also brought up a couple 
of tough situations. 


“WHEN NANCY 
began 
to 
stand, .Suzanne wanted to stand, 
too,” Mrs. Stranzl relates. ” 1 
did the only thing I could.

in Sauers’ studio, where he 
works on another hobby, wood 
sculpture, until one day he 
opened it up for curiosity. 


“ IT INTRIGUED ME,” says 
Sauers. “The wiring was there 
and needed some recondition­ 
ing. I thought I would re-wire 
it and recondition it.” 
He says he did research in 
books from the library, talked 
to some telephone workers and 
wrote to the president of the 
Pacific Telephone 
and Tele­ 
graph Co. 
Not only the inside of a tele­ 
phone gets reconditioned, but 
the outside, too. 
“They are usually very dirty 
when I get them,” says Sauers. 
“So I sand them down and dress 
them up. If some parts are 
missing, I replace the parts and, 
if I can’t find a part, I make 
it.” 
Sauers 
searches 
for 
tele­ 
phones in junkyards, salvage 
shops and, occasionally, antique 
shops—and he also has put out 
about 100 “ feelers” for them, 
including to spots such as Rus­ 
sia and Red China. 


ALL OF HIS 30 telephones 
are in working condition but 
only four are hooked up. These 
four are tied-in between Sauers’ 
den, garage and studio. None 
are tied into an outside line, 
however. 
“These phones are not com­ 
patible to our modern elec­ 
tronic methods,” he says. “You 
must have mechanisms which 
are compatible. 
You are not 
allowed (by the telephone com­ 
pany) to hook them up in their 
natural working order, but per-

sons have been given permis­ 
sion to use them when properly 
rigged.” 
Sauers does have a regular 
telephone extension from his 
house in his studio by which he 
can communicate with the out­ 
side world. 


ASKED HOW he feels psycho­ 
logically about the telephone’s 
insistent ring, he replies, “ I 
like the telephone away from 
work.” 
He adds that “the Chinese 
call the telephone the instru­ 
ment of death.” 
“The telephone is strictly an 
American institution,” continues 
Sauers. “ It started here in 1876 
and spread to all parts of the 
world. The first telephone was 
made in 1875 and called the gal­ 
lows telephone. It reminds you 
of a gallows.” 
The Canadian phone which 
started Sauers’ collection is a 
1917 Century phone. Sauers said 
bells are musical,” he adds, 
turning the crank. 
The Portuguese phone is pink 
with gold metal parts. Sauers 
also has a telephone from Den­ 
mark.

he was fascinated when first 
working on it and connected it 
to an old surplus phone. His next 
phone he got from Santa Rosa. 


THIS ONE, he says, pointing 
to his “ studio hot line” in his 
den, came from Oregon “ It was 
lying on a junk heap.

The wiring was 
corroded. 1 stripped the bells 
and cleaned it all up. It was 
made in 1895 and has an oak 
cabinet.”

Sauers has a Monophone Co. 
telephone which he says was 
used in shipyards, and five black 
American telephones of rubber 
and plastic material which he 
says are not in use any more. 


He explains that there are 
four main types of telephones in 
his collection—the wall magneto 
type, upright desk, French style 
(so called because it was fash­ 
ioned after a French model) and 
the desk phone with an exten­ 
sion arm which Sauers says was 
used in manufacturing centers 
and offices and ‘‘by wild re­ 
porters.” 


SAUERS lives at 74 Nelson 
Avenue with his wife, Louise, a 
secretary. 


He is an active sculptor, pre­ 
ferring to work with wood he 
finds on 
beaches or 
in 
the 
woods He belongs to the Marin 
Society of Artists. 


‘‘Happy is he who works with 
his hands and has faith,” is a 
motto of his, carved in wood, 
standing on his work bench. 


Sauers says he knows of no 
one who has a telephone hobby 
such as his—although he knows 
of several people who buy old 
telephones and then tear out the 
insides and use them for a 
planter or install a radio in 
them. 
“ I think this is a crime,” he 
laments. 
The magneto phone, says Sau­ 


ers. used Uie crank for the party

Serious Humor 


BEYOND 
THEOiOGY 
by 
Alan Watt*, Pantheon, 236 
pages, $4-95. Reviewed by 
lee Cadwaltader. 
TV subtitle. “The Art of God- 
manship." alerts us to the vein 
of humor running through this 
unscholariy book on motatheol- 
ogy. 
Marinite Dr. Watts approaches 
his subject as though he were 
the court jester of Heaven, strip­ 
ping away all our hypocritical 
nonsense, for who can resist the 
power of humor? 
His underlying theme is. of 
course, serious. 
He says, “ My regret is rather 
that we shall never see the rich 
potentialities of this way of life 
fulfilled, nor realize that the 
Christian mytbos has the pos­ 
sibility of blooming into the most 
joyously 
exuberant, 
swinging, 
colorful, and liberated religion 
there ever was. Heaven need 
not wait for the grave.” 
In 
“ Beyond 
Theology“ 
he 
says. “ A Christian should study 
Buddhism so as to get a deeper 
comprehension of Christianity.” 
This statement reminds me of 
his earlier comment in “The 
Way of 7on“ : “ I am not in fa­ 
vor of ‘importing’ Zen from the 
Far Hast, for it has become 
deeply involved with cultural 
institutions which are quite for­ 
eign to us. But there are things 
which we can learn, or unlearn, 
from it and apply in our own 
way. It has the special merit 
of a mode of expressing itself 
which is as intelligible—or per­ 
haps as baffling—to the intellec­ 
tual as to the illiterate, offering 
possibilities of communication 
which we have not explored. It 
has a directness, verve, and hu­ 
mor. and a sense of both beauty 
and nonsense at once exasper­ 
ating and delightful. But above 
all it has a way of being able 
to turn one’s mind inside out, 
and dissolving what seemed to 
be the most oppressive human 
problems 
into 
questions 
like 
‘Why is a mouse* when it spins'.” 
At its heart there is a strong but 
completely unsentimental com­ 
passion for human bemgs suf­ 
fering and perishing from their 
very attempts to save them­ 
selves.” 
Alan Watts’ feelings about Zen 
as expresed in the quotation 
above match my feelings about

Cold Friday is the name of a 
hill and field on the remotest 
reaches of Whittaker Chambers’ 
farm in the uplands of Mary­ 
land To the farm—and to Cold 
Friday—Chambers retreated to 
overview a life that had includ­ 
ed days as a communist and 
days of revulsion during and 
after the Alger Hiss case, and 
to spy out what had happened to 
the world. 
Earlier, in his book “Witness.” 
Chambers touched on his per­ 
sonal involvement with commu­ 
nism and reaction against it. 
“Cold Friday” is a posthumous 
collection of notes, letters, and 
short pieces written by a man 
already stricken by heart at­ 
tacks, “ probably the last effort 
of the kind I shall make, a kind 
of summary testament . . 
Perhaps had Chambers lived 
to finish the book himself, he 
could have found a way to unify 
his view of the world and of hu­ 
manity's masses from Cold Fri­ 
day’s heights. As it is, the

images blur, overlap and shim­ 
mer, now shining bright, now 
murky. 
As literature. “Cold Friday** 
is beautiful, even moving read­ 
ing. But its main message can 
come only to the reader who 
knows in other ways, of the 
sweeping dramas and the sordid 
backstage 
vignettes 
of 
the 
world wide revolution and anti­ 
revolution, of the struggle for 
men’s minds and men's bodies 
that Chambers strives to paint 
into a pattern of truth. 
Particularly 
fascinating, 
in 
view of the recent election, is 
the section of “Cold Friday’* 
labeled “A Man of the Right.’* 
It is a series of letters written 
from 1964 to 1968, after Fortune 
magazine asked him to define 
his “conservative position.” 
Chambers argues that today’s 
world is not the West versus 
communism, that communism is 
but one phase of Western cul­ 
ture's great revolution against 
an 
era 
that 
crumbled 
with 
World War I. The pace of his­ 
tory is accelerating; the final 
plunge could come instantly^ he 
says. 
The West, communist or free- 
world. has become enmeshed in 
materialism. Chambers worries, 
but sickens without spiritual 
values. 
The ex-communist paints sure-

ly and vividly in damning com­ 
munism, but when he tries to 
portray a vigor and a salvation 
in conservatism, it seems to us 
his brush strokes become blur­ 
red. often overlaid, and mud­ 
died in color. 
Perhaps the Gestalt of Whit­ 
taker Chambers—or at least the 
word picture he wants the world 
to see—is that of one who is not 
willing to give loyalties to con­ 
servatism nor to the left, but 
only to humanity and in the ulti­ 
mate to the individual's com pul- 
shion to exist—or more than that 
—to live. 


An Actor's Story 


A U THE REST HAVE DIED 
by Bill Gunn, Delacorte Press, 
220 pages, $3.95.

Gunn, an actor and playwright, 
manages to tell the story of a 
young actor in New York that 
is devoid of the usual show busi­ 
ness hokum. 
It is rather an intense, per­ 
sonal and revealing look at one 
young man named Barney Gif­ 
ford. a Negro from Philadelphia, 
who enters the theatrical world 
and finds not only a little suc­ 
cess, but a lot about himself. 
As fitting a playwright, his 
dialogue is crisp and true, but 
beyond this he has shown a 
strong hand in penetrating char­ 
acterizations and a definite flair 
for mood. 
Above all. Gunn has accomp-

The dedication of H. E. Wil­ 
son’s book “Hogues . . . Ail of 
Us” reads: 
“To Dr. Leo L. Stanley, chief 
physician of San Quentin, who 
knew personally all of the char­ 
acters delineated in this book.“ 
Dr. Stanley, who retired from 
his prison position In 1951 after 
35 years, agrees: "Yes. I remem­ 
ber all of them.“ M urderess 
Clara Phillips, Norman Selby 
who fought as Kid McCoy, the 
“ Watermelon King,” Asa Keyes, 
the "Kingfish.” writer Ernest 
Booth, “ Blind Johnny,” “the Old 
Philosopher“ and many others. 


MI REMEMBER them all.’’ 
repeats Dr. Stanley, “but none 
better than I do Herbert Emer­ 
son Wilson himself.“ 
The dedication of Wilson’s 
book to the former prison offi­ 
cial is one indication of the close 
bonds that developed between 
the two men. 
So Is the note that Wilson 
scribbled on the flyleaf of the 
copy of “Rogues . . . All of Us” 
that he sent to his friend in 
Fairfax. 
It reads 
“To my esteemed and honor­ 
able friend. Dr. Leo L. Stanley, 
whose encouragement resulted 
in the writing of this authentic 
book.“ 


THE BOOK itself, published 
by Authors Agency Publishers 
of Vancouver, B.C., and selling 
for $9 95. is described as “con­ 
taining 
true 
autobiographical 
vignettes of prisoners in San 
Quentin Penitentiary, California, 
as observed by the author — 
while serving a life sentence.” 
Author Wilson. Dr. Stanley de­ 
scribes as: "A one-time or­ 
dained minister who deliber­ 
ately and with intention afore­ 
thought turned away from the 
path of righteousness and went 
into the nefarious and danger­ 
ous occupation of safecracking 
banks, robbing mail trucks and 
stealing untold thousands of dol­ 
lars. He become known as ‘King 
of the Safecrackers’.” 
In his day. Dr. Stanley adds, 
Wilson “lifted” 16 million dol­ 
lars. 
Dr. Stanley describes Wilson s 
appearance thusly back in the 
early 1930s when the latter was 
a feion in San Quentin: “He was 
then in his mid-40s. mild man­ 
nered and soft-spoken. He had 
not forgotten his training or lost 
the outward appearance as a 
man of God. 


“ AS I remember, Wilson had 
a hard time of it when he first 
came to San Quentin. The cons 
had their own reason for wishing 
to dispose of him. They felt he 
had given the authorities infor­ 
mation about his rackets and 
had returned three million dol­ 
lars in war bonds that he had 
stolen from Uncle Sam.” This 
violated the criminal’s code. 
In an earlier book preceding 


book, a novel entitled “Greed.'• 
in addition to “ I Stole $16.000,- 
000” and “ Rogues . . . All of 
Us.” 


HE IS ALSO an artist and 
sculptor, has written a column 
for a Canadian newspaper and 
has been a busy lecturer, fre­ 
quently appearing on television 
and radio. 
Of the changed pattern of his 
life, Wilson says: 
“ It was Dean Jennings, one­ 
time San Francisco Chronicle 
reporter who frequently visited 
me in San Quentin, and Dr. Leo 
L. Stanley who really did more 
for me than all the other people, 
for they encouraged me to provt 
that an ex-con can. with encour­ 
agement. become an asset to 
DR. LEO L. Stanley, for 35 
year» the chief surgeon at 
San Quentin 
Prison, re­ 
members well Herbert Em­ 
erson 
Wilson, 
the 
one­ 
time “King of the Safe­ 
cracker».“ 
Wilson, 
now 
leading an exemplary life 
in Canada as an artist, 
writer and lecturer, dedi­ 
cated 
his 
third 
book, 
“Rogues . . . All of Us,“ to 
Dr. Stanley. 


Rogues . . . All of Us,” entitled 
“I 
Stole 
$16.000.000,” 
Wilson 
wrote extensively of his early 
difficulties in the prison. 
“ During my first two months 
at San Quentin.” he wrote, “ I 
had to think faster than 1 ever 
had to in the outside world.” 


BUT GOOD behavior won Wil- 
son an assignment as a cell ten­ 
der, then as a trustee orderly 
in the old men’s ward of the 
prison hospital where lie took 
part In a metabolic research 
project undertaken by Dr. Guy 
Clarke and others from the Uni­ 
versity of California and began 
his close acquaintanceship with 
Dr. Stanley. I-ater he became 
secretary to the warden. 
Wilson served 12 years, then 
was released. 
His wife had divorced him, 
and he returned to his native 
Canada to make his home with 
his mother. But a fellow San 
Quentin “graduate" put the "fin­ 
ger" on Wilson as an alleged 
participant in a transaction in­ 
volving $100.000 in worthless 
bonds. And Wilson was sen­ 
tenced to six years. 


“ I NEVER did believe the ex- 
con s story," says Dr. Stanley. 
“ It was a cooked up story to 
save himself from being tried 
and convicted.” 
Wilson was finally released 
and became for a time a wan­ 
derer. But eventually he re­ 
married and settled in a little 
cottage beside the Puntledge 
River in British Columbia. 
Wilson has written a third 


society, 
"In any case, major credit 
goes to Dr. Stanley, who. to me.

DR. 
STANLEY 
appreciates 
that tribute from his former 
prison acquaintance — and the 
dedication of the book to him.

“ 1 Stole $16.000 000“ : 
“ Don’t let anybody kid you 
that crime doesn't pay. Crime 
always pays—with a living hell 
on earth.”

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Matchmaking 
With Flowers 


Discovery of two or m o r e 
plants that go well together is 
always a happy event for the 
gardener. 
For while many plants mix, 
there are some that seem made 
for each other’s company. These 
can make the big difference be­ 
tween any garden and a very 
special garden. 


IT IS WITH g o o d reason, 
therefore, that nurserymen are 
ever alert for these go-togethers. 
They seek them not only for 
their own gardens but to pass 
on to their customers. 
One combination that is al­ 
ways liked for the rear of a 
sunny border is the tall spikes 
of blue delphinium with those of 
the fiery Rod Hot Pokers. They 
are all the more striking when 
p l a n t e d against the defining 
background of a fence or wall. 
Daffodils of any color are the 


better for a cover planting of 
blue violas and white Carpet-of- 
Snow Alyssum. The giant yel­ 
low trumpets of K i n g Alfred 
are especially e n h a n c e d when 
blooming on stems that push up 
through this combination. Plant 
the cover soon after you plant 
the bulbs. 
Also with bulbs, try pansies 
as a base planting for tulips. 


AI»ONG A walk or in the front 
of a foundation border, a com­ 
bination of gray-whi t e Dusty 
Mtller and coppery red Fiberous 
Begonias always appeals to the 
eye. For va ri at ion, try Dusty 
Miller on one side of a walk, the 
Begonias on the other. 
Tlie sight of Dogwood in bloom 
over a carpet of Bleeding Heart 
is as stunning anywhere as it 
is in foothill c anyons of the 
Mother Lxxie country. While this 
might be hard to duplicate, try 


instead flowering fruit trees 
over spring-blooming bulbs or 
flowering fruits over pink and 
white a z a l e a s. You won’t al­ 


ways find varieties that bloom 
just at the same time, but you 
won’t lack for fun while you 
work it out. 


Your n u r se r y m a n can give 
you the best advice about what 
and when to plant go-together 
plant material. 


California Is A Happy Home For All Kinds Of Heather 


(jardeHiny

Heather was made famous by 
the Scots, who attach special sig­ 
nificance to it as the plant repre­ 
sentative of their homeland. 
When a Scot t o o k roots in 
another country he kept a bit 
of blooming lieather in a pic­ 
ture frame, renewing it each 
year from twigs sent by fond 
relatives. 
Actually, heather belongs to 
the entire old world, from Scot­ 
land to the tip of South Africa, 
but California is one of the few 
places where all the many vari­ 
eties can be grown. T h e r e is 
only one condition — a soil liber­ 
ally supplied with peat and sand 
and providing good drainage. 


A CAKEFUL selection of va­ 
rieties will provide year-round 
flowers. 
The variety you w i l l see in 
bloom now is one of the early 
winter flowering Mediterranean 
varieties, medium - sized bushy 
s h r u b with rosy-pink blooms. 
The Darley Heath blooms now 
and is a low. spreading shrub 
used for ground cover. 
These varieties will give way 
in mid winter to the Blackeyed 
Heather, a tall shrub with rosy- 
pink flowers having tiny black 
specks at the base of the petals. 
Your nurseryman a l s o carries 
t h i s variety in a deeper red 
shade. 


TAKE plenty of cut branches 
Into the house. Severe pruning 


is the only way you can keep 
these prococious varieties from 
becoming rangy and ugly. 


Spring is the season for the 
Winter Heath, a native of south­ 
ern Europe. The delicate foliage 
is the background for myriads 
of tiny red or white flowers on 
very compact plants. 
It is also the season for an­ 
other ground-hugging variety — 
Mrs. Maxwell — with carmine- 
pink flowers. 
Summer belongs to the Cal- 
lunas (from the Greek word for 
sweep I found all over Europe 
and part of Asia Minor. They 
grow in low. dense thickets, and 
you can imagine the impact of 
their acres of colorful flowers. 
They are becoming naturalized 
in t h e Eastern United States, 
just like the blooms have be­ 
come liberated along the high­ 
ways of northern California and 
Oregon. 


THE “ SCOTCH” heathers may 
come with several flower colors; 
pink, red or white. There is a 
form of Calluna w i t h golden- 
hued foliage in summer, bronzy 
in winter. The flowering season 
lasts from late spring to fall. 


There is still a third group of 
heathers popular with California 
gardeners. These have long, tu­ 
bular flowers in shades of pink 
and white. F i r s t to bloom is 
the Tubular Winter Heath with

pale pink or white flowers. The 
variety ‘‘Felix Faure” is low, 
bushy and compact, with orchid- 
pink blooms. 
T h e Everbloommg Heath is 
well-furnished with f i n e l y di­ 
vided needle-like foliage and tu­ 
bular red flowers. It is a beau­ 
tiful foreground plant against 


evergreens with bolder foliage. 


MANY OF the heathers, espe­ 
cially the winter-flowering vari­ 
eties, make excellent subjects 
for pot and tub culture, partic­ 
ularly in areas where garden 
soils a r e heavy and moisture 
retentive. 
Y o u r nurseryman suggests 
that these will make excellent 
subjects displayed on the terrace 
outside a sweeping picture win­ 
dow. Sometimes garden-planted 
winter - flowering heathers are 
lost to view from house-bound 
gardeners. Be sure that the soil 
is light and peaty. The UC mix 
is ideal for the purpose. 
Don’t overplant. If you buy a 


plant in a one gallon container, 
put it in a 10 or 12-inch tub, no 
larger. The r o o t s of heathers 
don’t like to be surrounded with 
waterlogged soil, the condition 
existing when too large a con­ 
tainer is used. Feed regularly 
with an all-purpose liquid food.

NEW YORK—Les Crane, who 
comes charging out into the 
highly competitive late - n i g h t 
arena for the American Broad­ 
casting Co. next week, began 
his professional career in New 
Orleans as an early morning 
disc jockey who did more than 
shake his listeners up. 
He woke them up. 


“ I asked listeners to call the 
station, leave their phone num­ 
bers. and 1 would wake them at 
whatever time they designated. 
Crane explains. 


“ AND NOBODY is going to 
sleep 
through 
my 
television 
show,” Crane promises. "We are 
going to book subjects rather 
than guests. Sure, we'll have big 
name guests. But you can bet 
that they’re going to be live 
ones, and they’re going to have 
some lively opinions to offer. 
Just the fact that they're in a 
current movie or have waxed a 
hit record or pitched a winning

ball game won’t be enough. 
"We want people with ideas 
and convictions and the ability 
to express, and even defend 
them.” 
The ability to defend ideas 
will be indispensable on the 
Crane show because guests will 
be bombarded by questions from 
all sides. 
In Les* TV-in-the-round stu­ 
dio, the audience will be seated 
in circular tiers rising above 
and around the stage. People in 
the audience will be invited to 
shoot questions at Crane or any 
of his guests via a “shotgun” 
microphone which will be an in­ 
tegral piece of Crane's equip­ 
ment This is the same type of 
“mike” that picks up newsmen's 
questions at presidential press 
conferences. 


IT WAS Crane’s special ability 
to bandy ideas and or quips of 
varying acerbity with listeners, 
viewers and guests that led to 
his present show. 
Back in 1961, on the ABC- 
owner KGO radio station in San 
Francisco, Les began talking to 
and back to his listeners. 
“ I wanted to stir people to 
think,” says Crane. “I wanted 
to hear from them about issues 
of the day. And I didn’t feel it 
necessary to agree with them 
when I didn’t. The day of the 
bland, neuter interviewer is long 
since past, I think.” 
While residing in Marin Coun­ 
ty across the Golden Gate Bridge 
from San Francisco, C r a n e 


moved from radio to television- 
still with KGO—and began con­ 
ducting a similar "talk” show 
on controversial topics over the 
Bay Area’s Channel 7. 


HIS SUCCESS resulted in his 
promotion to the ABC-TV out­ 
let in New York City. 
Those who watched Crane’s 
show on his week-long network 
“test run” last August, beamed 
from ABC-TV’s owned-and-op- 
erated outlets throughout the 
country, witnessed late-n i g h t 
television that was anything but 
bland. Crane saw to it that the 
guests he booked and the sub­ 
jects lie discussed with them 
avoided the obvious and stressed 
the significant. 
Such names in the news as 
Richard Burton. Mrs. Marguer­ 
ite Oswald, mother of I*e Har­ 
vey Oswald, Jackie Robinson, 
Shelley Winters. William Buck­ 
ley. Melvin Belli, and others 
emerged as real people with 
firm and sometimes passionate 
convictions, rather than as press- 
a gent-concocted “celebrities.” 


SO IT WILL be on his new 
network show, Les avows. "Our 
object is to entertain the people 
and at the same time stir up 
their intellectual juices.” 
If Les achieves that aim—and 
network executives are confi­ 
dent he will—it’s a safe bet that 
many 
a 
lively 
conversation 
across the nation is going to 
start off with, “Say, did you 
catch ‘The Les Crane Show’ last 
night ?**

Charcoal grilled 
turkey 
and 
trimmings are now a familiar 
sight on the Thanksgiving scene. 
A giant turkey grilled on the 
rôtisserie over wood charcoal 
briquets is a treat to behold. Its 
steady turning keeps it tender 
and juicy within, while the skin 
turns crackling golden brown. 
Many charcoal fans favor a 
simple herb bouquet for season­ 
ing. A leading gourmet recom­ 
mends this one: In a cheese­ 
cloth bag, place a dash of basil, 
sweet savory, thyme, rosemary 
and oregano. 


Place in body of turkey. As the 
noble bird turns, juices pene­ 
trate the herbs and spread fla­ 
vor all the way. Turkey on the 
spit will take anywhere from 15 
to 22 minutes a pound. Test with 
a fork for tenderness. 
Cooking a Thanksgiving bird 
on the charcoal grill leaves the 
oven free for cakes and pies. 
You can also cook yams on the 
charcoal grill, buttering or oil­ 
ing the skins beforehand. Pine­ 
apple circles can also be grilled 
over charcoal.

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When You Cook With Charcoal 


Who can be an expert on 
charcoal cookery? 
The answer is almost any* 
one who will follow t h e s e 
sure-to-succeed tips on how 
to start and manage a char­ 
coal fire. 
Certain rules of good sense 
are in order, as in any deal­ 
ing with fire. 


FIRST OF all, test your 
grill for stability and safety. 
And when you have a fire go­ 
ing. do not leave the grill un­ 
attended in the presence of 
children. Use asbestos gloves 
and tongs for handling food. 
For best results with your 
wood charcoal briquets, store 
them in a dry. unheated area 
when they are not being used. 
In preparing your fire, be­ 
gin by lining the grill witk 
foil paper. Then place the 


!harcoaI briquet» In a conical 
pile about six inches high. If 
you don't have an electric 
starter, you can sprinkle char­ 
coal lighter fluid over the 
briquets and allow it to pent* 
trate for at least one minute 
Or you can use kindling or 
crumpled wax cartons as a 
starter fuel 
Then light the 
fire with a long wick of rolled 
paper or an extra long match. 
When the briquets are coat­ 
ed with gray ash, they’re at 
the height of cooking tem per­ 
ature, 


SHOULD YOU wish, you 
can judge the temperature by 
holding your hand palm down 
about four inches above the 
charcoal briquets If you can 
keep it there for three sec­ 
onds. 
the 
temperature 
is 
about 300 degrees. If you 


must withdraw it sooner, the 
temperature has reached Its 
naximum — about 350 to 400 
degrees 
Genuine 
wood 
charcoal 
briquets burn with an even, 
intense heat for long periods 
because they are so compact 
and free of air space. 
The briquets give enough 
heat to cook a whole meal 
from 
appetizers 
to 
main 
course and dessert. If it is 
necessary to add more briq­ 
uets. they should be placed 
on top of the lighted wood 
charcoal briquets at the edges 
of the cooking area. As they 
ignite, they can be moved to 
the center so that the cook­ 
ing process is not interrupted 


BE SURE TO extinguish 
the fire after the meal has 
been prepared This is where 


the foil lining comes in as a 
handy disposal package. You 
pick up the foil with the ash­ 
es inside and deposit it in 
your ash can. That will help 
you increase the life of your 
grill and save you clean-up 
time 
Foil also aids in the cook­ 
ing, since it reflects heat t»>- 
ward the food. 
Don't let fall and winter 
weather discourage you once 
you have mastered the art of 
charcoal cookery. You'll en­ 
joy it as an all weather, year- 
around activity. 
With proper ventilation you 
can do the cooking on an in­ 
door grill, hibachi, or in the 
fireplace. Or move your grill 
into the garage with doors 
left open, or the carport, lan- 
ai or protected deck.

Cover, bring liquid to a boil rapidly, reduce flame and simmer 
gently about 3l2 hours or until tender. If cooking is gentle enough, 
no additional liquid will be needed. Should it evaporate, add more 
wine as necessary. Remove meat to a bowl and pour strained liquid 
over meat. Heat about half an hour in a moderate 350 degree oven. 
(For freezing, line a casserole with foil, arrange sliced cooked meat 
in it, pour thickened gravy over it and place in freezer. When 
frozen, life meat in foil from casserole, wrap tightly and return to 
freezer where it will keep at least three months. To serve, remove 
wrapping, replace frozen meat in casserole and thaw in refrigera­ 
tor. Heat, covered, in a moderate 350 degree oven for about half an 
hour before serving > To oven cook, allow about 4 hours in a 350 de­ 
gree oven.

They Come In All Sizes, 
And In Different Shapes 


Although we may think of the traditional fruit cake as being 
a large tube or a loaf cake there is no standard size and shape. 
Almost any container may be used for it if properly prepared. 
This could mean a muffin pan, a small 6-ounce juice can or a one 
pound coffee can as well as any of the fancy fluted molds that are 
dear to the heart of the modem homemaker. 
Fill your chosen container with water to within one-half inch 
of the top edge. Then measure water to determine how much bat­ 
ter will be used Consult the following chart to estimate the baking 
time. 


BAKING AND STORING HINTS 


. . . For large loaf cakes line pans w ith brown paper and grease 
with shortening. Smaller pans such as small loaves, fancy molds 
or juice cans—grease well. Cupcake pans may be lined with paper 
baking cups, or well greased. Some experienced cooks find foil a 
suitable liner for pans. 
. . . Fill larger pans 4 full; smaller pans 4 full or use meas­ 
ured amount of batter as given in recipe. 
. . . Fill pans with batter to within ’¿-inch of top edge, 
. . . Cool cakes thoroughly before wrapping. 
. . . Wrap cakes carefully in heavy foil, saran or plastic bags. 
. . . Store in cool, dry place. 
. . . Age most fruit cakes 1 month or longer to mellow flavors. 
. . . Decorate or frost cakes after aging. 
. . . Cut w ith sharp thin bladed knife,

What is a flavorite?

When Thomas Jefferson 
came back to the United States 
after a long visit to France, his 
baggage included a recipe for 
ice cream. Ice C r e a m was 
George Washington's f a v o r i t e 
dessert and when the freezer 
was invented in 1846, nothing 
could supplant ice cream as the 
national dessert.

when the first settlers arrived, 
for the Pilgrim fathers carried 
coffee beans and grinding mor­ 
tars aboard the Mayflower. In 
1785, Governor Boudoin of Mass­ 
achusetts imported coffee with 
chicory from Holland in order 
to bring out the full flavor of 
his personal breakfast beverage. 
For a new taste dimension try 
coffee with chicory as a flavor­ 
ing in your h o m e m a d e ice 
cream. 
Mass - produced ice c r e a m 
freezers (both the easy electric 
and the hand models) have led 
to the happy revival of good old- 
fashioned ice cream made the 
modern way. 
Here are some hints that will 
guarantee perfect ice 
cream 
making every time: 
Use 4 to 6 parts of crushed 
ice to 1 part rock salt for best 
results. 
If you’re using a hand-crank 
freezer, turn the handle in slow, 
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In lop «if double boiler, mix 
dales, while sugar, flour and 
water: cook over boiling water 
till thickened. Stir in nuts and 
cool. 
Cream 
shortening 
and 
brown sugar till fluffy; stir in 
eggs. Sift together flour, soda, 
baking powder and salt; work 
sifted ingredients and vanilla 
into 
butter 
mixture 
Divide 
dough into half and place each 
half between two sheets of wax 
paper; pat into flat rectangles; 
chill several hours till 
firm 
enough to roll. On well-floured 


pastry cloth, quickly roll each 
piece of dough into a rectangle 
about 10 by 14 inches; spread 
with half the date filling. Start­ 
ing on long side, roll up as for a 
jelly roll. Wrap in waxed paper 
and chill overnight. Slice into 
quarter-inch slices and bake on 
greased cookie sheet in 350 de­ 
gree oven about 13 minutes.

Wood 
has the knack for finding out­ 
standing regional dishes, and lie 
whets your appetite for them by 
adding t ra v e l data about the 
hotels, the countryside, the chefs 
and the general flavor of the 
localities from which his delica 
cies come. There’s also a chap­ 
ter on European wines. 


“The Food of Italy and How to 
Prepare it” by Edwin H. and 
Mildred 0 . Knopf (Alfred A. 
Knopf. $6 95) is one of the more 
comprehensive books available 
on the table fare of that land 
Knopf provides a general discus 
sion of Italian food as he found 
it in Italy, his wife then tells 
you how to prepare the dishes 
in your own kitchen. These are 
not the standard toma to -a nd - 
garllc dishes that some associate 
with Italian cooking, but a di­ 
versified, imaginative form of 
the culinary arts. 


No matter how much you love 
the foreign foods, there comes 
a time when you want some­ 
thing definitely American. Then 
is the time to turn to*one of the 
excellent Bl u e b e rry Hill cook 
books of Elsie Masterton. Her 
latest—“ Blueberry Hill Kitchen 
Notebook” (Crowell, $4 95). Our 
dishes have their roots in many 
lands. But, Elsie of Blueberry 
Hill seems to give them all an 
American touch. And the result 
is good, solid he-man eating. 


Harder to please t han the 
most exacting g ou rme t is the 
palate of the finicky child. A 
trio of mothers—Mitzi F. Perry - 
Miller, Elizabeth Crossman and 
Margaret Nicol—have come to 
the aid of t hei r b e l e a g u e re d 
compatriots with “Clean Plates: 
Cooking for Young Children" 
(Scribner’s, $3.50). It is a man­ 
ual for the preparation of foods 
that youngsters will eat — and 
like. It begins with the baby 
foods and ends with party dishes 
for the 6-year-olds. The idea is 
to minimize the i m p a c t which 
a child’s arrival has upon the 
family kitchen, without denying 
the small fry wholesome foods 
that are also, to t hei r tastes, 
“ happy” foods. 


The editorial staff of Sunset 
Magazine has turned out a dis­ 
tinguished collection of recipes 
in a handsome format, tastefully 
illustrated, entitled “ Adventures 
in Food” (Lane, $7.50). The 325 
recipes are intended for the ad­ 
venturous epicure and represent 
the kind of treats that are ordi- 
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narily found only in the deluxe 
restaurants — chicken Marengo, 
Chantilly parfait, for example. 
Until Christmas, this quality 
book sells at a special price of 
$5 95. 


Russian cuisine is just begin­ 
ning to enjoy the popularity it 
deserves in American kitchens. 
If you are among the new con­ 
verts, you’ll find Beryl Gould- 
Marks’ “ E a t in g the Russi an 
Way” (Holt, Rinehart and Win­ 
ston, $3 75) most helpful. It is 
an anthology of dishes to which 
the author was introduced by 
Russian friends, and which she 
liked best. What is stressed is 
the immense variety offered by 


Russian cooking, and the clear- 
cut sharpness that distinguishes 
most such fare. 


“ Exotic Co ok ery” by Lilia 
VanSaher (World, $5.95) intro­ 
duces you to the wonders of 
some of the world s more ex­ 
traordinary delicacies. Mrs. Van 
Saher lists recipes for 120 dishes 
that are the products of 
far­ 
away lands,” yet can be turned 
out in the home kitchen without 
undue difficulty. Tortilla de 


Banana, for instance. This is a 
good one for the person who 
likes to “ e x p e r i m e n t ” in the 
kitchen and surprise the palate. 


Like Am e ri c a, Isra e l is a 
“ melting pot.” Naturally, then, 
its foods reflect the traditional 
dishes of many lands. And the 
special requirements of the Jew­ 
ish kitchens have given those 
dishes a distinguishing touch. 
Molly Lyons Bar-David has col­ 
lected 700 recipes of her coun­ 
try for her “The Israeli Cook 
Book” (Crown, $4 95». Historic 
and folklore backgrounds ac­ 
company many of the recipes, 
some of which d at e back to 
Biblical times. And for the less 
easily o bt ai n ab le ingredients, 
substitutes are suggested. 


Dr. George C. Booth is an 
American p rofe ssor, but for 
many years he resided in Mex­ 
ico. And while there, he became 
an expert on that country’s food 
The resul t is “ The Food and 
Drink of Mexico” (Ward Ritchie 
Press. $5 95) which mixes rec­ 
ipes for the savory cooking of 
south of the b o rd er with Dr. 
Booth’s research into the evo­ 
lution of that cuisine. Good read­ 
ing. as well as good eating. And 
highly authentic, ranging from 
the favored foods of the isolated 
villages to Mexico City’s fabu­ 
lous restaurants. 


The accent is on hearty fare 
in “ 200 Main Course Dishes” by 
Marian Tracy (Scribner’s, $4.95). 
The housewife’s big hurdle is 
always the main course. If it’s 
a success, so is the meal. Mrs. 
T ra cy provides a variety of 
dishes using all kinds of meats, 
seafood, poultry, m a c a ro n i , 
c h eeses, eggs, rice and vege­ 
tables. And for each, she adds 
a suggested menu of appropri­ 
ate accompaniments t hat will 
make up a well balanced, satis­ 
fying meal.
